He said nothing to anybody, but set 
to work building models and experi 
menting. His difficulties were enor 
mous, for he not only had to make his 
own wheels, cogs, ete., but be had also 
first to forge his own tools and even to 
manufacture the paint wherewith to 
color his many plans and drawings, 

But he succeeded in the end, and, 
though the outbreak of war and other 
hindrances prevented the Invention 
from being actually placed upon the 
market until many years afterward, 
the first complete cotton gin ever con 
structed was built from those very 
models and plans and with scarcely a 
single alteration.

THE JUICY GRAPE. 


In Well Nigh as Old an 
That of Man. 

The history of the grape Is almost as 
old as that of man. Growing in Its 
highest perfection In Syria and. Persia, 
its luscious fruit recommended It to the 
especial care of the patriarchal tillers 
of the soil, and vineyards were exten 
sively planted long before orchards or 
collections of other fruit trees were at 
all common, 

The grape came originally from Ver 
sia. From the latter country as clvili 
zation adyanced westward this fruit 
accompanied jt—tirst to Egypt, then to 
Greece, Sicily, Italy, Spain, France and 
then to Great Britain, to which latter 
country the Romans carried It 200 
years after Christ. 

To America the seeds and plants of 
the European varleties were brought 
by emigrants and colonists the first 
fifty years after its settlement. 

There are a vast number of varieties 
of grapes, but there are really only 
about a dozen yarieties good for the 
table. California produces the Tokay, 
Muscat, Black Prince, Malaga, ete., 
while the eastern states produce such 
varieties as the Concord, Catawba, Ni- 
agura, Delaware, Black Hamburg and 
Isabella.—New England Grocer.

verse 22 in view of verse 24 does not 
seem very clear, though this may have 
been her thought, “Although I koow 
that my brother shall surely rise again 
at the last day, God can raise him now 
if Thou wilt ask him.” Yet verse 39 
seems against this. Jesus knew

thoughts and just what she meant, and 
He revealed Himself to her as the res 
urrection and the life, assuring her 
that the dead would rise and the living 
be changed without dying at the ap 
pointed time (verses 24-26). Her grand 
testimony, “I believe that Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of God,"’ must be plac 
ed beside Peter's In Matt. xvi, 16; John 
vi, 6-0. 

Martha returned to the house 
secretly conveyed to Mary the 
sage, ‘The Master is come and calleth 
for thee,” after which Mary hurried to 
Him and greeted Him with the very 
words which Martha had used, but 
there may have been a difference in 
the way they were said and the 
thought back of them. We like to see 
Mary at Jesus’ feet. She had often 
been there (Luke x, 39), but never be 
fore under similar circumstances, for 
truly she had not passed this way here 
tofore (Josh. ill, 4). See others at Jesus’ 
feet in Luke villi, 85, 41; vil, 38 

When Jesus saw Mary and 
friends weeping He groaned in 
spirit and was troubled (verses 33, 
We, too, groan within ourselves walt 
ing for the redemption of the body 
(Rom, vill, 23; If Cor. vy, 2, 4), and the 
Spirit Himself pleads for us with 
groanings, But this word in our 
son is a wholly different word, and is 
only used three times elsewhere (Matt 
ix, 30; Maric i, 43; xiv, 5). In the first 
two it is translated “straitly charged” 
and In the last “murmured against.” 
It might indicate His indignation 
against sin and death, as in Hos, xill, 
14, where He says, “O death, I will be 
thy plagues; O grave, I will be thy de 
struction—looking onward to the time 
when the lust enemy, death, shall be 
destroyed. Not only did Jesus groan, 
but this shortest verse In the whole 
Bible says, “Jesus wept" (verse 35). 
When He saw the rebelliousness of 
Jerusalem and the woe that would 
surely overtake them He wept over the 
city. 

Coming to the tomb, He orders the 
stone removed, but Martha objects, 
thinking the case hopeless. Jesus 
gently rebukes her unbelief with the 
words, “Sald I not unto thee that if 
thou wouldest believe thou shouldest 
see the glory of God?" (verse 40), re 
minding us that the great thing Is to 
believe In spite of everything, in spite 
of sight or feellug or circumstances 
“Be not afraid, only belleve’ (Mat yv 
86). The stone being removed, He 
talked with His Father in the pres 
ence of them all, that they might have 
another strong evidence that the Fa 
ther sent Him, for He always glori 
fled the Father, Then He cried with 
a loud voice, “Lazarus, come forth,” 
and instantly Lazarus was alive and 
well and standing at the grave’s mouth, 
but he was still bound hand and foot 
with grave clothes and the napkin was 
about his face. 

Some one has sald that unless He 
had mentioned Lazarus by name all 
the dead had come forth at the sound 
of that voice and by the power of His 
word (John y, 28, 20).

implication, at least, the approval of 
Rockefeller and his business methods 
by the Congregational denomination, 
which is much more than it can afford 
todo. Evidently, there is a big fight 
on hand over the matter.

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PRIVATE COINAGE. 


At One Time It Was Quite Common 
In This Country. 

The history of the in 
this country by private Individuals and 
companies would make a very interest 
ing book When gold was struck In 
North Carolina a man named Bechtler 
Started a mint of his own there, which 
abolished by law In 1849. Half 

quarter eagles and one dollar 
pieces Issued by him were largely cir 
culated in the south and west Al 
though of honest gold, they about 
214 per cent under value on an average, 

About the same time Templeton Reid 
coined gold In Georgia. He moved to 
California In 1849 and minted eagles 
and twenty-five dollar pleces on a con 
siderable scale. Many companies and 
refineries In California and elsewhere 
made a business of striking gold coins 
during the same period. Naturally 
there was a great temptation to make 
these coins under weight and of In- 
ferior fineness. The Mormons In Utah 
issued eagles, half eagles and double 
eagles which bore on the obverse an 
eye, with the legend, “Holiness to the 
Lord.”

Hydrofiuorte Acid Te Most 
Mept In Golden Bottles. 

A gold bottle stood oy the chemist's 
table. “In that bottle,” he said, “my 
hydrofiuroic acid is kept. Uydrofluorte 
acid {s used In gless etching. The 
etching on glass therimemeters ts all 
done with it. It is coll#jess. It looks 
like water, but a drop of lt on your 
hand would bore cleau Mrough to the 
otber side like a buiet. Its inhalation 
ts sure death. 

“Hydrofiuoric acid can be kept safe 
ly In gold bottles alone. Sometimes 
bottles of india rubbder, of lead or of 
platinum are used. None of these, 
though, is as safe as gold. 

“Even when this acid is in a gold 
bottle precautions must be taken with 
{t. It Is volatile, and hence a paraffin 
covered plate must be clamped tight 
over the bottle’s mouth; also the tem 
perature of the room must not rise over 
60 degrees or the gold bottle will burst. 

“This acid, whose sole use is in glass 
etching, is probably the most danger- 
ous thing In the world to work with. 
The steeplejack, the lion tamer and 
the diver do not take thelr lives in their 
hands to half the extent the glass etch 
er when, with his gold vial of 
hydrofluoric acid, he etches the scales 
of our thermometers.’’ — Philadelphia

The topic of this lesson, “Je 
for His followers,” 
i essed assurance that He who is now 
the presence of God for us ever 
maketh intercession for us (Heb. ix 
24; Rom, vill, 34). If there is comfort 
in being prayed for by friends on 
earth, how much greater the comfort 
of being ever cared for and prayed for 
by one who can and does truly sym 
pathize and has all power in heaven 
and on earth! Let us appropriate 
fact and the joy will surely be ours 
His joy will abide In us, and our 
will be full (xv, 11). A careful 
sal of this discourse and prayer 
not but impress us with the use of the 
name “Father” at least fifty times 
the four chapters. I have counted 
fifty-one times, and, omitting the once

In the sermon on the mount (Mutt. 
v, vil) He satd your Father or Thy Fa 
ther fifteen times and once said “our 
Father” and “My Father.” In the oth 
er chapters of John’s gospel our Lord 
uses the name sixty-four times. As 
His comfort was ever tn His Father 
who sent Him and whom Ife lived to 
please, He would have us enjoy the 
same comfort, saying to us as to Mary, 
“My Father and your Father,” and 
again, “As the Living Father hath 
sent me, and I live by the Father, 
he that enteth Me even he shall live 
by Me” (xx, 17; vi, 57). 

It seems to me that of our 
Lord’s most welghty words to His Ia 
ther in this prayer are, “I have glort- 
fied Thee on the eurth,” “IT have mant- 
fested Thy name,” “I have declared 
Thy name” (verses 4, 6, 26), and this 
He desires to do through us also, for 
in yerse 18 He says, “As Thou hast 
sent Me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world.”

ARBOR DAY. 


Douglas has geet apart 
tomorrow, April 29, as Arbor Day in 
this State, and recommended the 
planting of trees, shrubs, vines, ete 
A leaflet has been issued from the State 
Forester Office which contains like 
recommendations. 

The Massachusetts law says: ‘The 
governor may annually iseue a procla- 
mation setting apart the last Saturday 
in April as Arbor Day, and recom- 
meoding that it be observed in the 
planting of trees, shrubs and vines, in 
the promotion of forest growth and 
culture, in the adornment of public and

private grounds, places and ways, and} 


in such other efforts as shall be in 
harmony with the general character of 
the day.”

A WEAK PROTEST.

‘The Mayor evidently knew 
that liquor was being sold all over the 
city openly as well, if vot better than 
the citizens, and itis said he deliber 
ately closed his eyes to what was going 
on, while the hands of the Police were 
tied. — Winchester Star.

A NEW WRINKLE. 

A bill has passed the Massachusetts 
House and is likely to go through the 
Senate which allows the citizens of 
Lowell to vote on the question of 
granting unlimited liquor licenses io 
that city. The present law limits the 
number to one license to each 1000 in- 
habitants, except in Boston. 

The argument of the petitioners 
that, to grant unlimited licenses would, 
in time, cut down the number ; and this 
undoubtedly would be the effect, for 
competition would soon drive nearly 
everybody ont of the business. As the 
law now stands licensed rumselling is 
& monopoly. 

If we must have it let there be no 
discrimination, no monopoly, but give 
everybody a chance, and the trade will

BLIND INSECTS. 


They Act Juat ae Though They Had 
Eyes and Could See. 

So far as insects of the caves are 
concerned the loss of sight which they 
gradually undergo is sufficiently well 
understood, The first step is a de 
crease In the number of the facets 
which make up the compound eyes, 
with a corresponding diminishment of 
the lenses and retinae. After four or 
five generations the eyes become use 
less. It would be most Interesting to 
breed these or other blind creatures of 
the caves in the light, so as to find out 
if they would get their sight back 
In all animals, Including man, it Is 
found that nature tries to compensate 
for loss of vision by Increasing the 
power of the sense of touch. Thus the 
attennae of cave insects grow remark 
ably long 

It is very curious to find that nothing 
{in their behavior suggests the fact 
that they are blind. They walk, run, 
stop, explore the ground and try to es- 
cape from the grasp of the bug hunter 
just as If they really saw. The light 
of a candle startles them as much as 
if they perceived it visually. It Is a 
remarkable fact, proving that the an 
cestors of these creatures could

FIRST MAP OF THE SKY. 


It Was Made 1,420 Years Before the 
Chriatinn Era. 

At a very early period In the history 
of astronomy It was felt that the stars 
should be divided into distinct groups 
or constellations. This important task 
has engaged the attention of astrono- 
mers from remote times and has only 
been brought to Its present perfection 
by a long series of Intellectual efforts 

According to Clement of Alexandria, 
it was Chiron, belleved to be the mak 
er of the first celestial globe, who, 1,420 | 
years before the Christian era, divided 
the starry heavens Into constellations | 
and so mapped out the sky. Newton 
upheld this opinion, which ts further 
corroborated In the book of Job, where 
allusion is made to Orion, the Pleiades, 
and the Hyades, a proof that at a very 
early period there had been a grouping 
of the stars, 

Hesiod in his “Works and Days,” 
written 2,700 years ago, also refers to 
several of the constellations as though 
their names were familiar to his read- 
ers,

Epidemics of tMlsiory. 

In the twelfth century not less than 
fifteen epidemics of disease and many 
famines carried off the people of Bug 
land The thirteenth century saw 
twenty plagues and nineteen famines, 
while the fourteenth had u black ree 
ord of disease. In 1348 the “black 
plague” or “black death,” which was 
brought into the country from the 
east, caused the death of 100,000 per 
sous in London alone, while in Burope 
altogether 25,000,000 people fell vie 
tims to its ravages In 1485 the 
“sweating sickness” appeared in Eng 
land, causing great destruction of hu 
man life, It reappeared at various in 
tervals for a century thereafter. The 
last terrible visitation of the plague 
in England was in 1664-66, by which 
100,000 lives were lost in London alone 
This epidemic was followed by the 
great tire of 1666, which destroyed 16, 
000 houses, including all the most 
densely populated portions of the city. 
The rebuilding of London with some 
regurd to sanitary laws appears to 
have put the tirst check on the epidem 
le diseases that had previously devas- 
tated its population.

At St. Paul's there were stalls and 
bazaars with crowds of busy buyers 
and seHers, giving it the appearance of 
a fair. Usurers occupied the south 
alsle and horse dealers the north, mak 
ing it, as Evelyn called It, “a stable of 
horses and a den of thieves.” Shake 
speare makes Falstaff! buy a horse at 
St. Paul's as he would at Smithfield. 

Courts of justice were held and fu 
neral banquets and churchwarden's 
feasts were celebrated there, and, sc- 
cording to Stubbs, traces of these 
usages lingered on Into the middle of 
the seventeenth century. — London 
Globe.

170,000,000, each sporting about In his 
place without disturbing or crowding 
his neighbor.

Text of the Lesson, John xvil, 15-26. 
Memory Verses, 20, 2i—Golden Text, 
John xvil, 0—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns.

The topic of this lesson, “Jesus pray 
ing for His followers,” the 
teessed assurance that He who is now 
in the presence of God for us ever 
maketh intercession for us (Heb. ix, 
24; Rom, vill, 34). If there is comfort 
in being prayed for by friends on 
earth, how much greater the comfort 
of being ever cared for and prayed for 
by one who can and does truly sym 
pathize and has all power in heaven 
and on earth! Let us appropriate the 
fact and the joy will surely be ours. 
His joy will abide In us, and our joy 
will be full (xv, 11). A careful peru- 
sal of this discourse and prayer can 
not but impress us with the use of the 
name “Father” at least fifty times in 
the four chapters. I have counted 
fifty-one times, and, omitting the once 
by Philip and once by the disciples 
(xiv, 8; xvi, 17), we find our Lord us 
ing the endearing name forty-nine 
times (7x7), the perfect use of the 
hame, 

In the sermon on the mount (Matt. 
vy, vil) He said your Father or Thy Fa- 
ther fifteen times and once said ‘our 
Father” and “My Father.” In the oth 
er chapters of John’s gospel our Lord 
uses the name sixty-four times. As 
His comfort was ever in His Father 
who sent Him and whom He lived to 
please, He would have us enjoy the 
same comfort, saying to us as to Mary, 
“My Father and your Father,” and 
again, “As the Living Father hath 
sent me, and I live by the Father, 
he that eateth Me even he shall live 
by Me” (xx, 17; vi, 57). 

It seems to me that some of 
Lord’s most weighty words to His Fa 
ther in this prayer are, “I have glori- 
fled Thee on the earth,” “I have mani 
fested Thy name,” “I have declared 
Thy name” (verses 4, 6, 26), and this 
He desires to do through us also, for 
in verse 18 He says, “As Thou hast 
sent Me into the world, even so have 
I also sent them into the world.” See 
also chapter xx, 21. He empha- 
sizes the great truth that His disciples 
are given to Him by the Father (verses 
2, 6, 9, 11, 12, 24), repeating it seven 
times in these six verses; also that all 
things are given to Him by the Father, 
power, glor the words He spoke 
(verses 2, 22, 24, 8) and all else. 

He had said to them in His dis 
course that the world would hate them 
for His sake (xv, 18, 21), and now in 
His prayer He reminds His Father of 
this and asks that He would there 
fore keep them from the evil or the 
evil one by His great power (verses 11, 
14, 15).

People insist up 
on using their eyes instead of the 
word of God to learn the condition of 
things, and they say, “Seeing is be 
lieving,” but the Christian's motto 
should be, “Believing is seeing,” re 
membering our Lord’s words, “Bless 
ed are they that have not seen, yet 
have believed” (xx, 20). As the Lord 
Jesus revealed the Father, so we are 
to reveal Christ, making manifest the 
life of Christ Jesus in these mortal 
bodies (II Cor. iy, 11). He therefore 
prays that as He and the Father 
His redeemed, may

Elwyn @. Preston Resigns. ] 


The subject of this sketch, Mr. Elwyn) 
G. Preston, has been for nearly a score) 
of yeara a respected and influential resi 
dent of Woburn, and can count on as 
wide a circle of friends as any person in 
this community. He is, and has long 
been, prominent in public, church and 
social affaira here; a trusted leader in 
all movements for the improvement of 
society; and his intelligence and in 
tegrity of character long since won the 
confidence and esteem of his fellow 
citizens. Mr. Preaton has held important 
city offices, the duties of which, in every 
case, he has discharged with fidelity and | 
to the satisfaction of the people. He 
was, at one period, Clty Auditor; for 
six years Water Commissioner; Auditor 
of the Five Centa Savings Bank; has 
been a nearly successful candidate for 
Mayor in a strongly Democratie city; 
and in all positions proved himself 
worthy of confidence and good will of 
the people of Woburn. His resignation 
from the office of Seeretary of the Bos 
ton Chamber of Commerce, which he 
had filled with signal ability so long, 
and where lis valuable services were so 
highly appreciated, was a great surprise 
to his friends here. Concerning the 
resignation the Boston Journal of last 
Saturday morning said: 

Elwyn G. Preston, who for twelve 
years has been Secretary of the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, tendered his 
resignation yesterday to the Board of 
Directora of that organization. His 
action came as a great surprise to the 
members of the Chamber, and was due 
to the fact that Mr. Preston has been 
offered the position of Treasurer of the 
Rk. H. White Company. 

A special meeting of the Directors was 
called and the resignation of the Secre- 
tary was accepted, to take effect May 
23, although there was & general expres 
sion of regret at the loss of so efficient 
an official. 

President Henry M. Whitney, in an) 
interview with a Boston Journal reporter, 
said: 

“Weare very sorry to lose Mr. Prea- 
ton, and we accepted his resignation 
merely because there was nothing else 
for us to do. His work for the interests 
of the Chamber and for the interests of 
the Port of Boston has been invaluable, 
and he was especially fitted for the 
position.” 

Mr. Preston said: 

“T have spent many pleasant years of 
association with the Chamber of Oom- 
merce, [ have done my _ best for the 
organization and it is with the greatest 
regret that Lam giving up the Secre 
taryship. I shall always take a most 
hearty interest in the Chamber of Com- 
merce and shall continue to use my best 
efforts for the commercial betterment of 
the Port.” 

D. D. Morse, the Treasurer of the 
Chamber, will act temporarily as Secre 
tary, and a successor to Mr. Preston 
will be chosen permanently soon. 

Elwyn G. Preston was born in Bur 
lingame, Kan., August 11, 1866. When 7 
years old his family removed to Nashua, 
N. H. Mr. Preston was graduated from 
the High Schoo! in 1883 and soon after 
became an employee of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad Company as Clerk. His 
rise was rapid. He was city Auditor of 
Woburn in 1887. He was elected Secre 
tary of the Chamber in 1892. He was 
Republican candidate for Mayor of Wo 
burn in 1896, but was defeated by the 
close vote of 1321 to 1311 by John P. 
Feeney.

The announcement of Governor 
Douglas last Friday that he would not 
be a candidate for a second term came 
to the leaders of the great Unwashed 
like a thunderelap from a clear sky, if 
thatis the phrase commonly used to 
express great astonishment. He bad 
Riven out word, so said the leaders, that 
he would hand his decision to the Demo- 
cratic State Committee in about two 
weeks from last Friday, but instead of 
waiting for that period to expire. with- 
out a hint of his purpose to the wheel 
horses, he sent a letter announcing his 
determination to quit the Governor 
business and leave the field clear for 
some other Democrat to be slaughtered 
at the polls next November. 

According to the Boston Satur- 
day morning papers, as soon as Gov 
Douglas’s decision not to make an- 
other run was publicly announced, the 
Bosses of the party gathered at saloons 
and hotels to talk over the situation so 
suddenly and unexpectedly presented, 
and boom favorite candidates for the 
office that Mr. Douglas has, so early. 
got tired of. No fear need be felt but 
what there will be a plenty of them, 
and many a repetition of Donnybrook 
Fair betore a nomination is made. 

In deciding not to try it again this 
fall the Governor exhibits more politi- 
cal sagacity than is often met with in a 
Democratic politician, He knows well 
enough that he could not be elected if 
he should run. He is not nearly as 
strong as he was last year. He has lost 
caste with his party, and there will be 
no Goy. Bates for the Republicans to 
quarrel over at the next election. Guild 
will poll the whole Republican strength, 
and more. Douglas knows it, and 
knowing it, had rather be excused from 
agaiu playing the part and wearing the 
honors of Democratic bannerbearer. 


MEMORIAL DAY.

A GREAT NAVAL VICTORY. 


In the Straits of Korea, between 
Saturday and Monday last, the war- 
ships, cruisers and torpedo boats of 
Admiral Togo, the invincible Japanese 
Commander, swept the whole Russian 
Pacific fleet, in command of Admiral 
Rojestvensky, off the face of the waters. 
It was the yreatest naval battle 
modern times, and yet Togo’s stupen- 
dous victory was gained without any 
damage to his vessels, to speak of. The 
Russians lost 22 of their fighting craft 
—¥ battle ships in sunk and captured ; 
5 cruisers; 4 coast defence ships; 3 
destroyers ; and others; and only one 
cruiser and one destroyer escaped. 
Between 2000 and 3000 prisoners fell 
into the hands of the Japs, of which 
Rojestvensky was oue. 

Thus at one fell swoop, in an in- 
credible short space of time, Togo, 
without injury to himself, destroyed 
Russia’s great fleet and with it her sea 
power io the far Kast. 

This ought to bring peace.

PROROGUED. 


About 8 o’clock last Friday evening, 
the Great and Genera! Court of Massa- 
chusetts for 1905 was prorogued io due 
form, It was the shortest term that 
has been held since 1881, namely, 144 
days. 

It has in no respect been a remark 
able Legislature, but the work done 
compares favorably with that of any 
of its predecessors. We should judge 
that there was less special legislation 
than common, for which praise should 
be given by a grateful public. It ap- 
propriated more mouey than any other 
Legislature, aod increased the State 
tax immensely. 

But with all its failures, sbortcom- 
ings and misfits, it will make a page in 
history that the State may well feel 
proud of, and future generations profit 
by.

AMONG THE ESKIMOS. 


Manslaughter In Not Uncommon, and 
Polyaamy t*« Rare. 

Manslaughter is by no means uncom- 
mon among the Eskimo heathen na 
tives, according to Professor Eriksen, 
but Invariably leads to a kind of ven 
detta between the relatives of the mur 
@erer and those of the murdered per 
son, Again, if a young married man or 
his wife dtes the surviving party has 
the right to kill the small children 
should he or she not be in a position 
to gimrantee their maintenance. Aged 
persons, on the other hand, are will 
ingly supported by their relatives. 
Children are never beaten or punished, 
no matter how badly they behave, The 
Eskimos explain this custom by say- 
ing that the children have no power of 
understanding and therefore have no 
idea of wrong and punishment. 

Polygamy is unusual, as there 
searcity of Eskimo women. In 
of this, however, the professor met 
several men who had two wives, The 
exchange of wives Is very frequent. 
Wives must obey their husbands; oth 
erwise they are beaten. Husbands 
maintain that their wives must be 
beaten several times annually to pre 
vent their desire for supremacy in the 
household from becoming too persist 
ent.

The Method by Which It Ins Made on 
Tarscan Farms. 

The olives, stones and all, are first 
erusbed In a stone mill run by ox pow- 
er.

CANARY BIRDS. 


The Finest of Them Are Ratsed In 
the Harz Mountains. 

The chief breeding ground for cana- 
ries was formerly the Harz moun 
tains, but of late years only the finest 
singers are reared In that district. The 
trade was transferred to Elichsfelde, 


weavers breed the cheaper sort. 
most important market for these gold 
en birds is the United States, which 
tukes quite 100,000 birds a year. 
Britain comes next, with some 50,000, 
and is followed by Brazil, Chile and 
the Argentine Republic. 

The principal dealers have large fac 
tories which can turn out mater'al for 
1,000 bird cages dally. The peasants 
take this away to thelr homes and 
there make up the cages. Attendants, 
who each have charge of 1,000 birds In 
separate cages, take canaries across 
the Atlantic and on their return yoy- 
age bring back Mexican and Cuban 
parrots for the European markets. 

About 250,000 canaries are bred ey- 
ery year in Germany, and thelr value, 
some £50,000, goes chiefly into the 
pockets of the peasants.—London Tele- 
graph. 


Carlyle on Right and Wrong.

England's state records are kept in 
a great building known as the record 
office In London. Here are 130 strong 
rooms, and in these rooms the rolls 
and records for over eight centuries 
are kept. There is the chancery roll 
room, containing over 40,000 rolls of 
the chancery court, each roll consist- 
ing of thirty or forty skins of parch- 
ment stitched together and rolled up 
tight tuto a cylinder.

The Earthquake Belt. 

Earthquakes are more frequent In 
volcanic areas, but are not confined to 
them. A great zone which Is particu- 
larly subject to earthquakes encircles 
the earth. This belt Includes the Med-

Indies, Central America, the Hawallan 
Islands, Japan, China, India, Persia 
and Asia Minor. It is belleved that 
the larger number of earthquakes orlg- 
inate beneath the ocean.

We have been taught through 
out that believing does not menn see 
ing or feeling, and now in the end we 
have His great word, “Blessed are they 
that have not seen, and yet have be 
lieved” (xx, 20). One of the strangest 
things In all the resurrection story is 
that even John, whom Jesus loved 
who also leaned on His breast at sup 
per, knew not the Seripture that Ile 
must rise again from the dend (xx, 2, 
0; xxi, 20) and that He had to upbraid 
all the disciples with thelr unbelief and 
hardness of heart because they 
to believe those who had 
after He rose from the dead 
xvi, 11-14) 

In these two chapters we have three 
of the ten or more appearances after 
Ilis resurrection, concerning which It 
is written that “He shewed Ilimself 
alive after His passion by many in 
fallible proofs, being seen of thein 
forty days and speaking of the things 
pertaining to the kingdom of God” 
(Acts i, 3). In all the appearances He 
showed Himself, and in His discourses 
Ile expounded Seripture and opened 
up the Seripture and opened their un 
derstanding that they might under 
stand the Scriptures concerning Him 
self (Luke xxlv, 27, 32, 36, 30, 44-47) 

Mary Magdalene was the first to see 
Him (Mark xvi, 0); then on that 
day He seems to have been seen 
four other occasions by the other 
en, by Peter, by the two who walked 
to Emmaus, and in the evening by the 
ten, Thomas being absent. In our les 
son chapter we read that Mary Mug
